■  and  to  provide  opportunity  for  all  citizens  to  use,  enjoy  and  learn  about  fish,  forest  and  wildlife  resources. 

The  Department  of  Conservation's  budget  request  is  funded  entirely  from  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund.  The 
Department  receives  no  general  revenue  funds.  The  economic  benefits  of  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  management 
include  over  $7  billion  of  business  activity  annually  in  Missouri.  Sources  of  revenue  for  the  Conservation 
Commission  Fund  include  hunting  and  fishing  permits,  commercial  permits,  nonresident  permits,  the  Conservation 
Sales  Tax,  and  sources  of  federal  assistance  including  the  Sport  Fish  and  Wildlife  Restoration  program  and  the  U.  S. 
Forest  Service.

This  program  manages  five  warmwater  fisin  inatclneries  (for  rearing  tine  fisin  needed  to  stock  public  waters,  suitable  private  lakes,  and  waters  used  for  special  fishing 
events  and  aquatic  resource  education)  and  five  coldwater  fish  hatcheries  (for  rearing  trout  needed  to  stock  public  waters  and  trout  parks);  administers  the  Stream 
Team  program;  provides  fisheries  management  of  public  impoundments,  rivers  and  streams;  offers  technical  guidance  in  stream  and  lake  management  to  private 
landowners  and  other  public  agencies;  oversees  the  acquisition  and  development  of  public  fishing  and  boat  access  areas;  administers  community,  agency,  and 
partnership  agreements;  participates  in  recovery  plans  of  threatened  or  endangered  aquatic  species;  and  educates  and  informs  the  public  about  aquatic  resources 
through  technical  and  popular  written  materials,  electronic  media,  presentations  to  groups,  workshops,  interviews  to  journalists  and  personal  contacts.

Data  from  the  2006  National  Survey  of  Fishing,  Hunting  and  Wildlife-Associated  Recreation  show  that  anglers  spent  about  1 .1  billion  dollars  on  goods  and 
services  related  to  fishing  in  Missouri,  while  total  economic  business  for  the  same  types  of  activities  was  estimated  at  1 .6  billion  dollars.  Aquatic  resources 
supporting  these  activities  are  managed  in  the  Fisheries  program  with  a  budget  of  approximately  10.4  million  dollars  (FY07).

The  2006  National  Survey  of  Fishing,  Hunting  and  Wildlife-Associated  Recreation  estimated  that  there  were  1 ,075,000  anglers  in  Missouri.  These  constituents, 
along  with  an  estimated  5.8  million  Missouri  residents  all  benefit  from  management  of  fish  and  aquatic  resources  provided  by  Fisheries  Division  programs.

Our  best  measure  of  customer  satisfaction  is  the  number  of  fishing  permits  sold.  In  2006,  the  Department  of  Conservation  sold  1 ,484,751  resident  and 
non-resident  fishing  permits  and  tags  of  all  types  (including  all  daily  fishing  permits,  daily  trout  tags,  and  all  sales  of  fishing  permits).

1.  What  does  this  program  do? 

This  program  protects  and  manages  the  forest  resource  of  the  state  through  the  following  efforts:  managing  over  438,000  acres  of  public  forest  land;  providing 
technical  advice  and  assistance  to  private  landowners  through  one-on-one  contacts,  educational  opportunities,  and  the  development  of  forest  stewardship  plans; 
delivery  of  federal  cost-share  assistance  programs  to  landowners;  delivery  of  the  Forest  Stewardship  Program  which  requires  the  consideration  of  all  natural 
resources  so  one  is  not  emphasized  to  the  detriment  of  another;  management  of  forest  crop  land  payments;  training  Missouri  loggers;  distributing  6  million  seedlings 
to  landowners,  youth  groups,  and  others;  providing  wildfire  suppression;  developing  the  state's  forest  products  industry;  providing  assistance  to  volunteer  rural  fire 
departments;  and  providing  community  forestry  assistance.  In  Missouri,  the  forestry  and  wood  products  industry  contributes  $4.9  billion  of  economic  impact  to  the 
Missouri  economy,  supports  over  30,000  jobs  and  generates  state  sales  taxes  of  $65  million  (2006  data  from  federal  sources  and  the  Conservation  Department).

Authorization  for  this  program  is  by  state  constitutional  mandate  adopted  November  3,  1936.  Also,  federal  money  is  available  from  the  U.S.  Forest  Service,  and 
other  federal  programs,  for  specific  authorized  uses.

Major  changes  were  made  to  deer  management  strategies  in  2004,  following  an  extensive  series  of  public  meetings  held  in  each  of  30  communities 
around  Missouri.  Input  from  these  meetings  helped  guide  changes  to  the  Wildlife  Code  which  encourage  hunters  to  harvest  more  antlerless  deer  and 
balance  the  composition  of  the  herd.  Some  changes,  notably  the  antler  point  restriction  and  telecheck  processing,  have  been  received  favorably  by  hunters. 
Deer  management  efforts  have  been  so  successful  that  control  of  the  deer  herd  and  reducing  its  size  is  now  a  primary  goal,  while  balancing  this  concern 
with  other  public  sentiments  that  value  and  appreciate  plentiful  deer,  including  the  views  of  deer  hunters  and  businesses  that  benefit  from  outdoor 
recreation.  Results  from  a  2005-2006  survey  of  deer  hunters  using  Conservation  Areas  revealed  more  deer  are  seen  and  satisfaction  is  highest  with 
restrictive  regulations.  Conversely,  areas  with  "open"  regulations  resulted  in  fewer  deer  seen  and  less  satisfaction.  Our  goal  is  to  provide  a  range  of 
opportunity  on  public  land.  Deer  hunting  is  an  $800  million  economic  boon  to  Missouri  and  the  deer  hunting  public  views  deer  hunting  as  a 
valuable  family  tradition.

This  program  provides  law  enforcement,  information  and  education,  and  fisli,  wildlife,  and  forest  management  services  via  204  commissioned  conservation  agents. 
Wildlife  law  enforcement  efforts  to  maintain  compliance  with  the  Wildlife  Code,  and  enforcement  of  other  state  laws  for  the  safe  public  use  of  Department-owned 
lands,  represent  a  major  portion  of  this  program's  workload.  Nearly  equal  priorities  have  also  been  established  for  wildlife  management  and  public  service 
programs.  Conservation  agents  provide  technical  assistance  and  advice  to  landowners  interested  in  improving  wildlife  populations  and  habitat  on  their  lands.
